of the navy department to fully co­ 
operate in the war during the first 
six months after Am erica’s entry 
cost half a million lives, fifteen bil­ 
lion dollars, 2,500,000 tons of ship­ 
ping and prevented a victory over 
Germ any by Ju ly 1018, Rear Ad­ 
m iral Sims fold the senate investi­ 
gating committee today in present­ 
ing documentary evidence in sup­ 
port of his charges of delay against 
the department. 
H e read to the committee recom­ 
mendations he had made to the de­ 
partment immediately on his arrival 
in London in 1917. 
A cablegram 
sent by Adm iral Sims later in April 
1917 said the war would be won, or 
lost in the Eastern Atlantic, at the 
focus of all lines of ocean 
com­ 
munication to England and France. 
H e said although Im repeatedly 
urged every 
available 
destroyer 
and small craft be dispatched im­ 
m ediately to this area his recom­ 
mendation was not complied with 
for six months. 
He also recommended, lie said, 
two divisions of Am erican dread- 
naughts be sent to the base at 
Brest to guard against raids in the 
English channels by German cruis­ 
er forces, but this was entirely dis­ 
regarded. 
Adm iral Sim s said that when he 
found that his own efforts to im­ 
press upon the navy department the 
seriousness of the situation were 
unavailing he invoked the aid of 
the late Ambassador Page at Lon­ 
don, who an April 27, 1917, sent 
a confidential cablegram to Sec­ 
retary Lansing and President W il­ 
son declaring that “ there is reason 
for the greatest alarm about the 
issue of the war. caused 
by 
in­ 
creasing success of German sub­ 
m arines." 
Declaring that 
British anti-sub­ 
m arine forces were entirely unable 
to stem the rising tide of sinkings 
the ambassador urgeo the immedi­

FUR PRICES TO REMAIN 
HI6H FOR LONG TIME 


Vancouver, B. O.. March 9 —Tre­ 
mendous increase in fur prices and 
declarations 
by 
merchants 
that 
prices will remain 
sky-high 
for 
years, on the ground that the sup­ 
ply cannot meet the world demand, 
have caused provincial officials to 
consider methods of regulating and 
taxing the industry in British Col­ 
umbia. 
"It has been ascertained that the 
value of the fur from animals taken 
in British Columbia in 1918 was $2,- 
000,000 and in 1919 it was at least 
$3,000,000,000 declared Dr. A. R. 
Baker, chairman of the British Col­ 
umbia conservation hoard. 
“The 
fur trade is an industry exploiting 
an important natural resource of 
the province." 
One amendment under consider­ 
ation is to compel resident trappers 
to pay a license of $25 and fix the 
non-resident license fee at $200. 
It 
is claimed that trappers from other 
sections 
have 
made fortunes in 
British Columbia 
in two 
years. 
Breeding of fur bearing animals iii 
captivity, under government direc­ 
tion, also is proposed. 
Silver fox 
farms in the maritime provinces 
have yielded immense sums to their 
owners, it is claimed.
